here at Gala Park, starting next Monday of the George Mur- 
phy Carnival found obstacles every way they turned today.

stop the carnival from showing on Harry Picklen's Amuse- 
ment Park, just beyond the Schoolfield baseball park that the 


• carnival would begin on schedule time next Monday but with 
'the peril of action against the organization on the score of 
being 'a nuisance' imminent. 
H E. Spessard and "Pa 


Douglass, of the Schoolfield Y. M. C. A. who seemed to be 
most active this morning in trying to prevent the carnival 


• from being held intimated that if they failed in their present 


effort the show would be closely watched and that warrants 
alleging the concerto be a nuisance would be issued if there 
was any evidence of support such a charge. 
The Minister- 


ial Association the Y. M. C. A. and the Law and Order 
League, have presented petitions to the Mayor urging him 
to stop the performance. 
Commissioner of tta Revenue Pryor Eagland after con- 


sulting the law, held that he had no right to withhold a 
license to the Murphy Show. 
His position is set forth in a 


statement which appears hereunder.

the city council was called lor the 
avowed purpose of adopting an ordi- 
nance which would not only give the 
right to the mnyor to withhold a per- 
mit from any sort of out of door show 
he thought fit but which would also 
reinforce him by empowering him to 
levy a stiff fine and a jail sentence in 
the event his refusal to grant a per- 
mit was defied. 
Examination ot existing statutes in 
the city ordinances showed that this 
is really the one flaw which prevents 
the mayor from acting. He is em- 
powered to withhold a permit if he

appearing at Gala park. Councilman 
P. TV. Townes, however, who has naa 
years of experience in council mat- 
ters pointed out to MV. E.. Gardner, 
•A-ho was one of the propoifc^* of im- 
mediate action that under Rule No. 
20 of the council any ordinance pre- 
sented to the council has to be re- 
ferred to the proper committee. 
As soon as the meeting went into 
tession J.- D. Harrison, chairman of 
the finance committee read the fol- 
lowing ordinance: 
"Be it ordained by the Council of 
the City of Danville that before a li- 
cense can be issued to any carnival, 
wild west show, circus, rnanagerie or 
like show, the person, firm of corpora- 
'tion proposing to exhibit. such show 
or the owners thereof shall make ap- 
plication in writing to the Mayor stat- 
ing the nature of the show, and the 
location in the city where it proposes 
to exhibit, as well as the time dur- 
' ing which it proposes to exhibit in 
the city, and secure from the Mayor 
a written perm't therefor, whic^i per- 
mit shall then be shown to the Com- 
missioner of Revenue. The Commis- 
sioner of Revenue shall not assess or 
issue a licene until he is shown such 
permit from the Mayor. 
The provisions of this ordinance 
shall apply to all carnivals, wild west 
shows circuses, menageries and like 
shows, regardless of whether they art- 
exhibited in a permanent amusement 
park or not. 
If the Mayor considers it undesir- 
able to permit sach a show to exhibit 
in any location In the city he shall 
have full power to refuse to issue the 
permit. 
The owner of sucl> show or any per- 
son exhibit inc. or cau.~:n? to be ex- 
hibited. such ;« show us is described in 
this ordinance, without the permit 


his aid in stopping the carnival that 
he was heartily in accord" with their 
sentiments but that he had gone as 
far ac he could. He pointed out that 
he had nothiEg to fall back on once 
the carnival people declwined to abide 
by his refusal to issue a permit. He 
could withhold a hundred permits and 
the persons affected could defy his 
authority and yet no punishment 
could be inflicted simply because there 
is no punishment prescribed on the 
city statute book. 
Mr. Spessard readily understood the 
mayor's understanding and 
opined 
that the 'rebuke lay with, the council' 
and the citizens.' Captain "Wooding in 
enlarging upon his-attitude, said that 
TTe" wtiuia" c6nnnueto"decluie fo'.gfamT 
a permission and he said that he had 
requested the commissioner of the 
revenue to withhold license but this.

Legion To Discuss 


Ewing Dismissal

That the Danville post, American 


Legion, Is about to take cognizance of 
the dropping of Police Officer G. M.

tions are not being violated. 
"To comply with that resolution 


would have taken a great deal of 
work and time. I talked with Sen- 
ator Townsend, chairman of the Sen- 
ate committee on postofflce?, and he 
told me that If I would give him the 
name in any case he would investi- 
gate and ascertain the facts. I have 
given him the names of some and I 
hope he will make a thorough investi- 
gation.

"1 am informed that they now have 


a system of appointing acting post- 
masters, whose names do not come to 
the Senate for confirmation," contin- 
ued Senator Swanson. 
"Under the 


law as it exists up to two years ago. 
when the Senate was In. cession and 
an appointment was made, the ap- 
pointee could not get his salary until 
he was confirmed. 


"The president had for years over-

directed by the House of Represent- 
atives to inform the Senate that the 
House has passed HR 10. 874 to pro- 
vide adjusted compensation for vet- 
erans of the world war, in which the 
concurrence of the Senate is respect- 
fully requested." 


A titter ran around the crowded 
gallerie* and there wer* broad smiles 
by many of the senators. 


There was a suggestion that the 


bill be referred to the appropriations 
committee. Senator Harrison, Demo- 
crat, Mississippi, declared he did not 
want it sent to the finance committee,, 
explaining. it might "disturb the bo-

DETROIT, March 24.—Adoption of 
the 40-hour week as a permanent 
policy in all plants of the Ford Mo- 
tor company waa announced today 
by Edeell Ford, president of the com- 
pany. 
Under the new plan the fac- 
tories will be closed on Saturday and 
Sunday and about 1,000 men will be 
added to the fore*. The change will 
affect approximately 60.000 employes 
who will continue to receive the min- 
imum $6 a day. 
New employes,' however, will re- 
ceive a minimum of $5 dally, the pro* 
war scale. 
In making the announcement Mr. 
Ford said he had reached the Con- 
clusion that the 40-hour week was 
practical, that the addtlional day of

4 Power Pact 


Passes Senate 


WASHINGTON, March 
24.—The 


four-power Pacific treaty, the center 
of controversy over accomplishments 
of the Washington arms conference, 
was ratified by the Senate today with 
no reservation, except the "no alli- 
ance" declaration propesu* by the 
foreign relations committee and ac- 
cepted by PreHident Hurdinc. 
The final vote of 67 to 27, repre- 
senting a margin of four over the nec- 
essary two-thirds waa recorded after 
the opponents of 
ratification 
had 
made more than twenty unsuccessful 
attempts to qualify Senate action by- 
reservations or amendments distaste- 
ful to the administration. On the de- 
ciding roll call 12 Democrats voted 
for the treaty and only lour Repub- 
llcans opposed it. 
Dying hard, the irreconcilible ele- 
ment which had opposed the treaty on 
the ground that it establlshhes an al- 
liance between the 
United 
States, 
Great Britain, Japan 
and 
France. 
.forced 33 roll calls during a four and 
a half hour session eet aside for final 
action on the reservation of ratifica- 
tion. They made their best showing 
on a proposed reservation to invite 
outside powers into pacific "confer- 
ences" affecting their interests, mus- 
tering 36 votes for the pioposal to 
55 in opposition.

NONPARTISAN LEAGUE STAGING 


BIG FIGHT FOR A RETURN 


FARGO, X. D.. March 25.—(United 
Press )—The National Xon-partisan 
League as a political party, or balance 
of pwer organization, is the issue be- 
foj/e the State'convention here today. 
The Farmers' party which startled 


the country through its sensational 
capture of the Republican party ma- 
chinery in Xorth Dakota in 1916 ana 
which reached the zenith of its power 
there in 1918 -with the control of all 
State 
offices 
except one, and 
both 
houses of the legislature, all but col- 
lapsed last fall with the recall of the 
administration—-the governor, attor- 
ney general^ and commissioner of ag- 
riculture and labor, the three who 
frmed the cmmission that controlled 
the industrial program. 
Three factions are striving for su- 
premacy. For the past three months 
the nonpartisans have, in their own 
words, been "cleaning house." Men 
who fought side by side during the 
pioneer days are today turning their 
weapons on each other. "Traitor" 
and "czar" were 
frequent missiles 
hurled back and forth in the precon- 
vention fight. Out of closets have 
been hauled old skeletons and the 
public has been entertained with "in- 
side stories." Democrats and Repub- 
licans, anxious to discard the emer- 
gency fusion party and.'get back on 
peace time basis of separate tickets, 
are afraid to act until sure the olu 
enemy is dead. 
The founder and national president, 


A. C. Townley, who dominated the 
party until early in 1921, when he w 
supplanted by the State executive 
committee, was preparing to leave for 
Jackson. Minn., to serve a. 90-days' 
term for alleged seditious utterances, 
when the recall beat his party. He de- 
clared that when he got out, he was 
coming back to North Dakota and 
reorganize the party. His plan as first 
promulgated, was to have the league- 
merely endorse, not nominate, candi- 
dates, but Lownley lated modified his 
recommendations 
to "refrain 
from 
nominating candidates for governor, 
attorney general and senator." 
Townleys nope lies In regaining ais 
hold through his magnetic oratory, 
stampeding the convention. He has 
been traveling over the State for some 
week*. 
The second factor is "Wm. Lemke. 


vice president of the national organi- 
zation and for years the legal mind, 
elected attorney general of Xorth Da- 
kota in 1920. Lemke is opposed to 
the balance of power plan. 
The third party and apparently the 


group in the ascendancy is the execu- 
tive committee of the nonpartisan 
league, elected by the membership 
and backed by the league organ, the 
Daily Courier-Mews of Fargo. The 
committee has from the first fought 


the balance of power scheme and be- 
lieves it means wrecking of 
the 
league. They charge Townley, in try- 
ing to keep the league from nominat- 
ing a candidate for senatorship, is 
working with P. J. McCumber, North 
Dakota senator and stalwart Repub- 
lican, who seeks re-election. 


The Democrats and Republican: 
will forget their other grievances and 
unite against the nonpartisans if the 
latter set their house in order today 
and choose a ticket.
